The integrity and independence of a seo- 
tion of the Irish Parliamentary party bav- 
ing heon apparently sapped and destroyed by 
tho wire-pullors of tho Liberal party, it has 
become necessary for moas leader of tho 
Irish party to tako counsel with you, 
and haying given you the knowledge which 
isin my possession to ask your judgment 
upon a matter which now solely devolves 
upon you to decide. 

Tho letter from Mr, Gladstone to Mr. 
Morloy, writtou for the purpose of influen- 
cing the decision of tho Irish party in the 
choice of their loader, and  claim- 
ing for Liberals and their loaders 
the right of veto upon the choico, 
is tho jmmodiate cause of this ad- 
dress, the purpose of which is to remind you 
and your parliamentary representatives that 
Ireland considers the independence of her 
party as her only safoguard within the 
constitution and above and beyond all other 
considerations whatever, Tho threat in 
that letter, repeated so insolontly on 


many English platforms and in num. 
erous British newspapers, that unless 
Ireland concedes this right of voto to Eng- 
Jand she will indefinitely postpone her chance 
of obtaining Home Rulo, compels me, whild 
not for a moment admitting tho slightest 
possibility of such a loss, to put before you in- 
formation which until now, so far as my 
colleagues are concerned, has been solely in 
my possession, and which willenable you to 
undorstand the measure of the loss with 
which you are threatened, unless you con- 
sent to throw me to the English wolves now 
howling for my destruction. 
Ho Visita the Grand Old Man, 

In Novomber of last year, in response to a 
repeated and long-standing request, I visited 
Mr. Gladstone at Hawarden and received 
tho details of the intended proposals of him- 
solfand his colleigues of the late Liberal 
Cabinet with regard to Home Rule in the 
event of the next general election favoring 
the Liberal party. It is unnecessary for ma 
to do more at present than to direct 
your attention to cortain points of these de 
tails, which will bo genorally recognized as 
embracing elements vital for your informa- 
tion and the formation of your judgment. 
These vital points of diffloulty may be suit- 
ably arranged and considered under the 
following heads; 

1, Tho retention of Irish members in the 
Inyperial Parliament. 

2, The settlement of the land or agrarian 
difficultyin Ireland, 

& The control of the Irish constabulary. 

4. The appointment of the judiciary, in- 
cluding judges of the supreme court, county 
court judges and resident magistrates, 
Reducing the Irish Partiamentary Party 

Upon the subject of the retention of Irish 
members in Parliament Mr, Gladstone told 
me that the opiniou—and the unanimous 
opinion—of bis colleagues and himself, re 
cently arrived at ufter most muture 
consideration of alternative proposals, 
was that in order to conciliate Eng: 
lish public opinion it would be neces 
sary to reduce Irish representation from 
103 to 32. Upon the settlement of the land 
question it was held that this was one of the 
questions which must be regarded as ques- 
tions reserve! from the control of the Irish 
legislature, but at tho same time Mr. Glad- 
stone intimated that, while he would renew 
his atterupt to settle the matter by imperial 
legislation on the line of the Land Purchase 
Bill of 1886, he would not undertake to put 
apy pressure upon bis own sido or insist 
upon their adopting his views—in other and 
shorter words, that G.6 Irisb Legislature was 
not to be given the powor of solving the 
agrarian difficulty, 

How the Constabulary Was to Work. 

With regard to the control of the Irish 
constabulary it was sta’ed by Mr, Gladstone 
that, in ylew of the necessity of conciliating 
English public opinion, |). and his colleagues 
felt that it would be necossary to leave this 
force to the appointment of its officers undor 
control of the Imperial authority for an in.

the best possible under tho circumstances, 
and the several days’ dobate on tho second 
reading contrasts favorably with Mr, Labou- 
chere's recent abortive attempt to interpose 
ative tothe first reading of a 
similar bill yesterday. Time went on; the 
Government allowed thar attention to be 
distracted from the question of land purchase 
by a bill compensating English publicans and 
the agrarian difficulty in Ireland was again 
rologated to the future of another session, 
Another Talk With Morley. 
Just before the commencement of this 
session I was again favored with another 
interview with Mr. Morley. I impressed 
upon him the policy of an oblique method 
of procedure with reference to land purchase 
and the necessity and importanco of provid- 
ing for the question of local control and of 
limitation in application of funds, He agreed 
with me and I offered to move, on the first 
reading of the bill, an amendment in favor 
of this local control, advising thatif this 
were neglected it might be left to the Radi- 
cals, on the second reading, to oppose 
the principle of the measure. This 
appeared to be a proper course, and 
I left Mr, Morley under the 
impression that this would fall to my duty, 
but in addition ho made a remarkable pro- 
posal Iu referring to the probable approach- 
ing victory of the Liberal party at the polls 
he suggested some considerations as to the 
future of the Irish party, and he asked 
me whether I would be willing to 
ussume the office of Chief Secretary 
to Ireland, or whether 1 would allow another 
member of my party to take the position, He 
also put before me the desirability of filling 
one of the law offices of the crown in Ireland 
by a legal member of the party. I told him, 
amazed asl was at the proposal, that J 
could not agree to forfeit in avy way 
the independence of the party or any 
of its members; that the Irish people had 
trusted me in this movement because they 
believed that the declaration I had mado 
to them at Cork in 1880 wasa true one and 
represented my conviction, and that I would 
on no account depart from it, I considered 
that after the declaration had 
repeatedly made the proposal of 
Mr. Morley, that we should ollow ourselves 
to bo. absorbed into English politics, was one 
based upon an entire misconception of our 
position with regard to our Irish coustitu- 
encies and of the pledges we bad given. In 
conclusion be directed my attention to the 
plan of campaign estates, He said that 
it would be impossible for the 
Liberal party, when it attained power, todo

GLADSTONE REPLIES-

made by the Irish leader in regard to the 
retention of Irish members in the Imperial 
Parliament, the settlement of the land or 
agrarian difficulty in Ireland, tho control of 
the Irish constabulary and the appointment 
of the judiciary in Ireland.

As compared with 1889, the present year 
shows an increased yield per acro in fall 
wheat, peas, corp, buckwheat, beans, roots 
of all kinds, hay and clover. In spring 
wheat, barley, oats and rye, thero were 
swall decreases. 

Fall pastures have been in unusually fine 
condition all over the province, and are for 
the most part still quite freah and groen, 
owing to the abuiidance of warm showery 
weather, Hay is very abundant, and of 
straw and coarse feed thore is a sufliciency, 
All kinds of live atock aro consequontly in 
4 thriving condition, but with the oxcep- 
tion of hogs, their nuntbers are somewhat 
small, Sheep sre In good condition, but 
not numerous, There has beon o greater 
demand than usual for breeding sheop. 
There is o notable increase in the num- 
ber of hogs all oyor the province. The de- 
mand for all kinds of live stock has so far 
been brisk ; in some localities in the south: 
ern part of the province buyers have picked 
up nearly oyorything, and fair prices have 
been paid. Tho number of silos appears to 
be slowly butsteadily incroasing, notably in 
Huron, Grey and Bruce, 

Tho past season has boen a fayorable one 

to the dairying Industry, with plenty of 
grasa and water. In the eastern part of 
tho province especially cheese making has 
flourished, and farmers seem well satisfied 
with the returns, Throughout tho rest of 
the’ province cheese appoars to have taken 
the lead lao and to have given 
better resulta than butter, except 
in the neighborhood of 
‘rgo towns, Daorhams and their gradeu , 
are still tho favorite breed for the dairy 
cow in tho west, but Holsteins and Jerseys 
are being introduced toa conhiderable ex- 
tent whore butter is made, and they aro 
woll liked. In tho east, Holsteins, Ayr- 
shires and Dorhams and their grades are 
the moat popular broeds, 
In scarcely any section of the province 
can it be said that the apple crop has been 
Sn abundant one. In the counties of 
Essex, Kent, Elgin Lambton and Middlo- 
sex tho apple crop was nearly an entire 
failure, and of other fruits thero has been 
nob more than a sufliciency to supply local 
demands.

Cheques are Not Cash. 


The Supreme Court of Minnesota has de- 
cided that bank cheques are not cash, and do 
not possess légal value as money until cashed. 
In othor words, the giving of a cheque on a 
bank isnot paymonot when pasicd between 
debtor and creditor, but only becomes so 
when the money is recoived on it, Tho court 
holds that in accepting a cheque from a debt- 
or there is no legal presumption that the 
creditor takes it in absolute payment, but 
only conditionally, or as a written acknow- 
Jedgment of the debt, Whore goods are sold 
for cash on dolivery, and the purchaser 
tonders payment in a cheque or draft on

think greater compass and floxibility than 
any other yolca Lhave known. From the 
soft, tender flow of pathos and sympathy it 
roso to the full vibrant tones of foros and 
eloquence and still higher up to those of 
indignation andrago. When dooply intorvat- 
ed he would unconsciously fall into the chant- 
ing or intoning style of delivery so often heard 
among the Scotch people. Ic isa charactor. 
istic of all classes. When I first heard it I 
was nonplussed to understand the origin of 
sucha custom or perbaps I should say habit 
Learned upon a subsequent visit to Scotland 
that over since the days of John Knox the 
ministers of that country bave intoned their 
sermons, 

“Carlyle, who sprang from the peasant 
classes of Scotland, was o most fascinating 
and entertaining talker. He drew around 
him in intimate social relation the brightest 
and best people of Groat Britain to say noth: 
ing of other countries. Generally speaking, 
literary men in England at that time wi 
only tolerated by what we may terni 
the upper classes. They were not wol- 
comed Into society except as ‘Ifons,' 
so to speak, On this account Carlyle 
often refused to accept invitations from 
dukes and lords, ‘If they want to sea 
me let them come to iy house,’ he was 
wont to say. Ho even carriod this feel- 
ing so faras to decline ao invitation 
from the Queen to visit Windsor Custle, 
Knowing his peculiarity in this respect 
the Queen took no offense at bis rofusal, 
but she was so earnest in her desire to 
meet bim that she invoked the ald of 
Dean Stanley, who was Carlyloe’s warm 
personal friend. He arranged a meet 
fpg at the deanory of Westminster 
where Carlyle was prosonted to the Queen or 
the Queen was presented to Carlyle, which- 
ever way you choose to put {t. Carlyle was 
a commonner in the fullest sense of the word, 
He had little reverence for mere royalty—the 
person who wore the crown must be worthy 
to command his rospoct. I do not imagine 
that he considered itm great act of conde- 
scension on the part of the Queen to meet 
him. At this{interview were present also 
two or three Indies of the Court and Dean 
Stanley and bis wife. In the presonce of the 
sovereign etiquette requires that all remain 
standing uatil tho Quoen gives the signal to 
take seate. Let me tell you how Mr, Carlyle 
managed it. Tue Indies and gontlemen of 
the company were in the drawing-room, the 
presentations had been mado and tho Queen 
graciously expressed hor pleasure at mooting 
one so distinguished in letters. Carlyle 
thanked her for her kind words and added: 
‘Butlam getting to be an old man now; 
mpposs we allsit down and talk it over,” 
himself setting the oxample. 

This Nonizing of Carlyle was indirectly one 
of tho chlef cau@s of his wife's unbappiness, 
Lady Ashburton conceived a great admira- 
tion for Carlyle and be became a part of 
tho literary cirolos which surrounded her, 
Ho becaine fascinated with Lady Ashburton, 
and though I am sure ho was true to his 
wife and that Lady Ashburton was true to 
ber husband, atili the fact that he was invit- 
od to many places that bis wifé was not was 
ono of the causes of her mixery. Jano Welsh 
Carlyle wax a iost extraordinary woman 
Sho was lotellectually the peer of any woman 
of her time, but the flish nobility who 
{ted Carlylo merely tolerated her and sho 
folt that her admittance into their socloty 
was merely upon sufferance, Mrs, Carlyle 
was far the wuporior of Thomas Carlyle in 
oulture and refinement. fle 
with the ideas of a peasant 
woman, His mother, whom be 
an /gnorant woman who had 
clothes of bor family aud browed an: 
for them. Mrs, Carlyle came from the pro 
fomional classes of England. Hor father had 
heen dosseed of @ ood Income and she wai 
brought up with plenty of serv t

This decision, remarks the Scientific Ameri- 
can, is among the firat rendered by higher 
courts that is so far-reaching, and if sup~ 
ported by other high tribunals, will sottle a 
mooted quéstion in couwnercial circles. The 
same principle has boon applied to unpaid 
notes by one or two courts, which have held 
that the seller does not los» his lion, for 
purchase money, on goods sold, until he re- 
ceives the actual cash, and may retake at 
any time priongperoto if the lglebtedness be 
not mot at mattirity. 


Stanley's Real Title to Fame, 


The descent of the Congo is Stanley’s 
real title to fame, There is the insight of 
genius In bis convictions that the Lualaba 
would lead him to tho sea, and he displayed, 
throughout the terrors and the privations of 
those weary moaths, all the resources, the 
endurance and the steadfast will of a great 
leader, ‘There is nothing to mar the sym- 
metry of the exploit, In lils later achieve- 
ments many things bave adublous aspect, 
‘Tho energy and the enlura icoare tho same, 
but tho heroic stamp is ¢ He is jealous 
of other explorers, and praises none but 
subordinates and his Zavzibaris, There are 
implied proiessions of, devotion to an ideal, 
nnd of generous purpow, aid with these, 
utterances abounding iu unworthy sugges - 
tion. 

The founding of the Con,zo free state was 
thu outcome of Stanley's great exploration, 
It will be long before tho true author of the 
conception is known, but meanwhilo tho king 
ofthe Belgians isthe reputed father. Ho 
cloved his arrangements with Stanley and in 
1870 the beginning was made by the inter- 
national association, It was in clearing tho 
ground for the town of Vivi that Stanley 
acquired the name of Bula-matary (Stone- 
breaker), by which he is known on the Congo, 
Three yeara were spent in making roads and 
establishing five stations, the Jast. being 
Leopoldville, on Stanley pool, opposite to the 
French post of Brazzaville, which Savorg- 
nan de Brazza had secured in 1880 by treaty 
with the native chiefs, while Stanley was on 
his way to the spot,—Goorge C, Hurlbut In 
Frank Loulie’s Monthly. 


The Founder of Lending Libraries,

Canadian Poultry, Cheese, Egg 
and Apples for England, 
(Trade Bulletin.) 

POULTRY. 

For tho past five or six years dead poul- 
try has been shipped in considerable quan 
tities to the Ohristmas markets in England 
with good results. A Moatresl firm will 
send forward next woek betwoen 14,000 
and 16,000 Ibs, in one ahipment to Liver- 
pools principally turkeys and chickens, 
Western shippers aro als. expected to in- 
crease tho exports next week, and if they 
turn ont as wollas they did last year somo 
money will be made, Now that the Mo- 
Kinley tariff has checked the exportation 
of poultry to the Amorican market, larger 
quantities should be diverted to England, 
and no better time than the presont could 
bo chosen for doing #0, a8 the Xmas mar- 
keta on tho other side will ubeorb all the 
choice stock wo can push forward. 

CHEESE. 


At present prices, which aro 1o to 1}o per 
Ib, lower than at this time year, cheeso is 
considered good property, and as soon as 
the domand sets in for tho regular winter 
trade, values are expected to improve. The 
estimated atooks left in Canada will now 
receive the attention of statisticians, but 
the prevalent belief in the cheese trade of 
Montreal is that they are at present be- 
tween 70,000 and 100,000 boxes less than 
ab this time Jasb year. The total produc. 
tion In Oanada, however, during the past 
season Is about 200,000 boxes in excess of 
that of 1889, showing that the shipments 
this season have gone forward far moro 
freely than in provious years. A letter 
just received from Liverpool states that 
country buyers are very bare of stocks, 
having been operating only from hand to 
mouth in expectation of laying in their 
winter's supply at lower prices, bub as soon 
as they become convinced that values have 
tonched bottom, there may be quite a 
scramble for fresh stock, 

The total exports of cheese from this 
port during the past season of navigation 
was 1,385,647, after deducting the Idaho's 
duplicate shipment, egainat 1,182,433 boxes 
for the corresponding period last yoar, 
showing an increase of 203,212 boxes. 

EGGs, 

Although the shipments of eggs to Eng- 
land have so far showh profitable net pro- 
ceeds, it is probable that there will not be 
much of an export business done before next 
season, on account of the bulk of last sea-

The maturation 
of the fungus involves the death of the fly, 
the fluids of whose body serve as food for 
the parasite, Under ite attack the fly be- 
comes gradually feeblor, and finally quite

(Kingston News, Nev 28.) 

An ovsault that camo near being a mor 
der, and may yot prove to be such, wis 
committed Inat ovening in the Anglo-Amoe: 
{oan hotel, corner of Ontario and Johnaton 
streets. In tho hotel a young man George 
Gunn was boarding. He hails from Belle- 
ville and is employed in the locomotive 
works here. About 7 o'clock last ovening 
he, a young fellow named John Burke and 
several others wore in the office of the 
hotel. Tho proprietor, Jos. Little, waa 
also there, Soveral accounts are 
given of cho fracas which 00 
curred. According to one of them, 
Burke and Gunn were squabbling with 
each other, when Little interfered and was 
struck in tho face by Gunn, after which 
Little wont Into the bar, ond roturning 
with a mallet, hit Gunn on the head while 
his back was turned, felling him instantly 
tothe ground, This is Joseph Little's 
version. Another account says that Gunn 
and Little were quarrelling, and that the 
former struck the latter in tho face, after 
which Little went away, and coming back, 
found Gunn talking to his (Little's) wifo. 
He then went and got the mallet and struck 
Gunn as before mentioned. But, whabt- 
ever was the cause of the row, the fact ro- 
maios that Gunn was struck a murderous 
blow. Drs, Sullivan and MeVety wero 
quickly in attendance. Gonn remained in- 
sensible for hours, bleeding profusely from 
the nose and ears, Tho doctors say that 
thore {es no fracture of the skull, but that it 
impossible to decide ye as to whether the 
blow will have fatal results. Dr, Sullivan 
stated to the polico magistrate to day that 
for at least four or five days no one could 
say how tke matter would end. Gunn ts 
quite conscious, but is very weak and nor- 
vous. When Little was brought up in 
court to-day, Ool. ))uffat once refused to

The furthest 
Dr. Koch is yot able to extend his work, 
proves his discovery of much value for tu- 
beroular Jupus and tuberculous aff-ctions of 
the joints, where the surgeon can remove 
the tuberculous tissue, which has been killed 
as rosult of inoculation with the lymph, aod 
in which the bacilli have been active; whore 
this dead tuberculous tissue remains, os in 
phthisis or consumption, it isas yet impos-

SIX FORGED CHEQUES FoR $200 EACH, 
all purporting to emanato from the samo 
concern, cashed by Yourox on that day. 
Threo of these were cashed at the Bank of 
Commerce, as previously stated, and three 
ab the Merchants’ Bank, These cheques 
purported to have been issued by R. & J. 
Fox, private bankers of Lucan, Oat., acon 
cern well-known in the mercantile world. 
WHAT LED TO THE DISOOVERY, 


It being, although rather unusual, yet 
not without precedent, for a parson to 
draw several small cheques to cover a given 
amount, no suspicion was created by Yourex 
presenting six cheques of $200 each from 
ono bank under the same date, although as 
to the total number of cheques it may be 
presumed that the manogers of the banks 
interested were not wholly uninformed. 
When, how.ver, a seventh cheque, pre- 
cisely similar in all seeming to the others, 
was presented at tho Bank of Commerce 
on Saturday by Mr. J. H. Simpson, to 
whom it bad been paid by Yourex, the 
suspicions of Mr. Stork, the local manager 
of the Bank were aroused and 
he at once telegraphed Fox & Jo., of 
Lucan, who replied that but ove of the 
cheques was genuine. The genuine one, 
it may here be stated, was that held by 
Mr. Simpson. The others were forgeries, 
executed by some person who had obtained 
some of Fox & Co's forms and had cleverly 
copled the genuine cheque. It is not, of

PARNELL’S RULE-OR-RUIN POLICY 
BEARING BITTER FRUIT, 


‘The Party Divided and the Antl-Parnell- 
ites Reorganize and Eloot Mr. Jostin 
MoeCarthy as Chairman—Gladstone’s 
Lotter to the Moet 

Lonpow, Doc. 7.—At 1 o'clock to-day tho 
Irish mombers of the House of Commcns who 
aro considering the advisability of retiring 
Mr. Parnoll from the leadership of the Na- 
tionalist party reassombled in tho committee 
room of the House of Commons, which has 
been sot apart for thoir use, 

Tho first business transacted was the read- 
ing of Gladstono’s letter. Gladstone remains 
firm in his determination to in no way recog- 
nizo Parnell as the leader of the Nationalists, 
‘and his position is emphasized by bis letter, 
in which he offers to conduct nogotiations 
with a new Irish leader on a footing of confl- 
dence equal to that which he once accorded 
to Parnell. Tho rending of the lottor was 
greoted with choors by the section of the 
party opposing Parnoll and with ironical 
cries by his supporters. A stormy debato 
followed. 

Mossra, Barry, Soxton and Healy made a 

determinod attempt to bring about a final 

settloment of tho question. They insisted that 
there be an immediate division of the mom- 
bors on the main question before the meeting, 
naniely, tho retiromontof Parnell from tho 
leadership of the party. Finally Sixton gave 
Mr. Parnoll his ultimatum, that if a decision 


of this question was delayed by the chairman 
(Mr. Parnell) after 6 o'clock this evening, the 
majority of tho represontatives of the party 
would hold a meeting of their own and de 
pose him from office, A scene of great ex- 
citement followed, At 2% o'clock a recess 
was taken for half an hour, 

At 3¥y o'clock the members reassombled. 
A strongly-worded letter from Archbishop 
Walsh was read, demanding Mr, Parnell’s 
removal. Thereading of the letter produced 
a marked effect, 

John O'Connor moyed the adoption of a 
resolution declaring that Mr, Gladstone's let- 
ter was not satisfactory, and that Ireland 
required assurances regarding the constabul- 
ary ond land questions, The motion was 
seconded by Mr, Kenny. 

Mr. Abrabam then made a motion that 
Mr, Parnell vacate tho chairmanship, Mr, 
Parnell refused to allow t he motion to be put 
whereupon Mr, McCarthy, followed by 4 
other members, left the room. 

Parnoll Strikes MoCarthy, 

An exciting scone arose when Parnell.re- 
fused to put Abraham's motion, Asa writ 
ten resolution was being handed in hy Justin 
McCarthy, My, Parnell loaned across the 
table, struck Mr, McCarthy's hand, seized 
the resolution and tore it into pieces. Justin 
Huntly McCarthy, son of Justin McCarthy, 
arose from his seat and denounced Parnoll as 
the insulter of his father and an onomy to 
his country, He deélared that he had hither 
to acted with Mr, Parnell, but henceforth he 
would repudiate bim, 

The defection of the younger McCarthy 
has raised the total numbor of anti-Parnellite 
members to 45, 

The opponents of Parnell who withdrew 
held a meeting ina conference-room and 
elected Justin MoCarthy chairman, When 
Mr, McCarthy had assumed thochair the 
meoting considered the following resolu- 
tion: 

“We, members of the Irish Parllamontary par- 
ty, solemnly renew our adhesion to tho principle 
In devotion to which we haye never wavered, 
that the Irish party is, and always must remain, 
independent of all other parties, 

“Further, we declare that wo will never enter 
tain any proposal for a settlement of the Home 
Rule question, except such as satisfies the aspira

CUT HIS OWN TONGUE Our. 


Strange Self-Matilation of an Apparently 
Sane Unknown Man. 

Los ANGrtxs, Cal., Doo, 6.—A strange 
case of self-multilation came to light to-day, 
in which aman who is not suspected of in- 
sanity cut his tongue out with a razor, 

The act was coinmitted on Sunday morn- 
ing in a boarding house on Broad vay, 
where tho stranger, who gave the name of 
Wilson, but refusod to aldo his initials, took 
a room three weeks ago, During his stay 
he lived on bread and water, although he 
was known to have had plenty of money. On 
Sunday, for the first time since his arrival, 
he rang his bell, and the landlady, in re- 
sponding, found on the outside of his door 
a newspaper on the margin of which had 
been scribbled: ‘Send for a surgeon to stop 
the bleeding.”, On the room being entered 
the lodger was found bending ever a wash 
basin with blood pouring from his mouth, 
Ho was perfectly calm and was attempting 
to stop the homorrhago with a wet handker- 
chief. A bloody razor lay on the bed and 
spots of blood were on the carpet, § 

A doctor was called and the man’s injuries 
were dressed. He stood the painful ordeal 
with wonderful nerve, for while the flesh 
quivered under the surgeon's noedle the 
man himself gave no indication of suffer- 
ing. Tho sovered portion of the tongue 
had been thrown away by the man, whose 
every act showed the utmost deliberation 
Ho ‘had shaved himself cleanly, taken 
®@ bath, carefully dressed himself with the 
exception of his coat, and then evidently 
seized bis tongue, pushed the razor into his 
mouth as far as it would go and witha 
quick slash cut off the offending mombor, 

The accomplishment of the deed seems to 
have been the man’s solo aim, as he carried 
out the surgeon's directions for treatment to 
the letter, Calling upon tho surgeon next 
day, tho Iattor endeavored to gain the mye 
terious man’s confidence, but he only gaye a 
ebrug of the shoulders, and on a little tablet 
which he brought with bim asked for 
his bill, which he pald; Ho then re- 
turned to the lodging house and endeavored 
to call the landlady to accopt money for the 
trouble hu had put her to by his singular 
act, He thon bude her good-bye and she 
heard nothing of him until this morning, 
when sho received an envelopo containing a 
monev order for $25 from Yuma, which 
must have come from him, She describes 
him asa jcholarly, polished man of dark 
complexion, medium height, of exquisite 
politeness and in her opinion he was a priest, 
Ho held no intercourse with any one, and 
weomod simply to have come to this city to 
carry out bis singular schemo of solf-mutila- 
tion. Ho had expensive baggage with him. 
But no clue of any kindsoan be found which 
will indicate who he was or why ho cut his 
tongue out,

We usually find associated with these in- 
dications a good chest, indicating large 
breathing capacity, a vigorous circulation 
of the blood and active digestion of the food 
consumed, all of which favor the production 
of a large return in the milk cr butter pro- 
duct. The development of the udder should 
bo large. 1t should neither hug the body, 
nor be over pendulous, The teats should 
be equarely placed or nearly so, and bo nei- 
ther too large or too small for comfort in 
milking, The udder should be elastic and 
yiolding to the touch, and the ekin and hair 
which cover it should be fine and pliable. 
There should be large development of tho 
hind-quarters of the cow as compared with 
the fore-quarters, They should be broad 
at the hooks and tail-head. The hips, how- 
ever, should be somowhat thin, and tho 
twist should bo open, Tho skin of tho 
cow generally should be mallow and move- 
ablo, especially on the ribs, and should not 
be thick, although the opposite extremo 
of what is tormed papory is to be avoided. 
Tho hair covering it should be plentiful, 
and soft and silky. Tho barrel should be 
largo, relatively large, which gives plonty 
of room for tho storage of largo quantities 
of food, Tho tucked up pinched body is 
especially to be avoided, although an undue 
lowering of the underline is not desirable. 
A shoulder fine on the top and a neck fine 
and tapering from the shoulder forward 
are good points, as aro also a long faco, a 
broad forehead, and » wide muzzle.

The secret of the composition of the lymph 
has been communteated to Profs, Borg- 
mann, Fraentzel, Brioger, Levy, aud other

Prof, Weigart of Frankfort. Dr. Rast, 
chief of the Hamburg hospital, and Prof. 
Nothnagel of the Vienna University. 

Dr. Horwitz, city editor of The Natfonal 
Zattung, which is the only nowspaper in 
Professor Koch's confidence, sald on Thurs - 
day that the scarcity of guinea pigs was the 
reason why no lymph was available. Over 
800 of the animals are now being used to 
dtain a further supply of the lymph. 

Tho lymph is prepared in an incubating 
stove within an air-tight space, This is her 
meétidally senled and sterilized and thereby 
reoderod free from fungus, Tho interior of 
tho alr tight space is divided by an unglazed 
porcelain diaphragm into an upper and lower 

section, In the upper section is placed a 
salted meat broth in a gelatinous state con- 
taining colonies of the tubsrous germ. This 
mass gradually liquifios and the golatiae 
liquid drops slowly through the porcelain 
plate into the lower section. The liquid then 
contains all the -ecretory products, but {is 
free from all living or dead germs or repro- 
ductive spores and fs tho lymph as used, 

By the injection of the lymph the tuber- 
oule germ is killed and at tho same time the 
{njection particles rotain sufliclont strength 
todetach and expel the dead germs, together 
with tho dowd tissue.

expected from an ordinary examination, 
the corn has been subjected to a variety of

Prof, Saundors’ Report, 
WHAT THE EXPEKIMENTS BY THE CANADIAN 
FARMERS SHOW 

1t was loarned that samplos of barley 
wore coming in jast now at the Contral ox 
porlmontal farm at thy rato of 60 to 70 por 
day. In conversation with the dmpire 
Prof. Soundors referred to the tabulation 
of farmora reporto’ aud paid ; 

“I have received reports with samples 
from 332 farmers of Ontarlo of two-rowed 
barley grown from seed imported by tho 
Goyornmont, Of those who have grown 
barloy aftor roots tho average yield is .28} 
bushola por acre, weighing on an average 
50} lbs. por bushol. Of thoso grown after 
other crops the yield has been 24) bushels 
por acro, weighing 504 Ibs, per bushel. Of 
those grown after roots, 49 samples welghed 
under 60 Ibs, per bushel and 101 samples 
over 60 lbs. Of thoso latter, 29 were 60 
Ibs., and under 561 ; 47 were 61, and under 
62; 12 wore 52, and under 63; 8 were 53, 
end under 64, and 5 were 64, and under 55. 
Ono sample went 66 lbs. Of those grown 
after other crops, there were 62 under 60 
Ibs., and 120 over 60 Ibs, to the bushel. 
Of these latter, 39 were 50 lbs,, and under 


tests, and its true character for malting 
and browing purposes is more accurately 
known than would have been tho caso had 
the report beon submitted at an earlier 
date, Asan ontcomo of the opinions thus 
expressed the judges also deem it desirable 
to report at greater longth than would havo 
been otherwise considered necossary. 
WHAT IS REQUIRED, 
In the tirat place barley to bo of uso to 
the maltater and brewer must have cortain 
charactoristics which oan be departed from 
only under rare circumstances. The ossen- 
tial characteristics of barley are, that it 
should be capable of growing, and when 
converted into malt, contain the consti- 
tuents necossary to produce beer, brilliant 
in appearance and of stable character, As 
@ consequence the prime essentials in any 
barley must necessarily be its vitality and 
its nitrogenous coristituents. Those imply 
that it must be matured, and that ib must 
be sweet and in good condition. Other 
features in barley which may not be abso- 
lutely essential, but which, nevertheless 
are very desirable, aro dotermined by size, 
weight, color and by the appearance and 
character of the skin, These again aro 
modified by tho uniformity of the samplo, 
The whole of the foregoing are necessarily 
dependent on the age of the corn. 
THOROUGHLY TESTED. 

The barley submitted by the Dominion 
Governmont comes outexceedingly well in

51; 45 were 61, and under 62; 20 were 52 
and under 63; 14 were 63 ond under 64, 
and 3 were 54 ond undor 55." 

1t ts only fair to add that the weights 
wore taken in all these casos without special 
cleaning of the grain, and had they been 
thoroughly cloaned it is reasonable to ox- 
pect that the average might have been 
raised by at Jeast one pound. Then thero 
is the further fact to be considered, that 
this was a bad beason for burloy, The lead. 
ing buyers of the Dominion agreo that the 
six-rowed barley of the past season waa at 
least two pounds por bushel below the 
usual wolght, and it ia reasonable to assume 
that a similar deficlonoy in weight makes 
the two-rowed varie.y. [t will thus be seen 
that if only two pounds per bushel were 
added to the samples all round, they would 
rank very high, Moreover, many of these 
samples came from districts not suitable 
tor barley growing, ond it is also probable 
they did nob all receive propor care. 

It may be added that Sir Charles Tuppor 
has receivod nomerous onquiries from large 
brewing and malting concerns in Eogland, 
asking whether any considerable quantity 
of Canadian barley can bo had, From this, 
and other information reovlved by the Hon, 
Mr. Carling, it {e quite certain that many 
cargoes of two-rowed barley, of the same 
quality as the botter samples sont to the 
brewers’ and maltatera’ exhibition, could 
find a ready market in England at good 
prices. But Canada has nono of this sort 
for oxport this year, the crop of the past 
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Record Beaten.

Ege and Poultry Trade. 
Orrawa, Dec. 4,—Mr, John Sanders, of 
Komptvillo, who was sont to England a 
month ago to enquire into the prospects of 
building op an export trade in eggs 
and poultry with the mother country, 
returned today. Mr. Sanders saya 
that the actual condition of things in 
England was most favorable for the watab 
lishmont of a remunorative trade with Eng 
land in eggs and poultry. Thero is a prac- 
tically Inoxhaustible market. All tho eggs 
and poultry of good quality we can sond 
will be welcomed. The prices obtalnablo 


tor might not exert any influence on the 
judgment formed, some of the judges sub- 
mitted the corn to full and complete tusts, 
under proper 3onditions of temperature 
and air, and subjected it to steeping and 
growth in an ordinary malthouse as com- 
monly worked in vhis country, and in one 
of the best pneumatic malt houses working 
in Great Britain, The outcome of those 
experiments may ve briefly summarized, 
A number of samples were deticient in vi- 


tality. 

The indications furnished by these par- 
ticular samples showed the inequality of 
growth, improper maturing in field, or har- 
vesting at an improper stage of growth, im 
proper expusure of corn on the ground and 
want of tacking. It cannot be too widely 
understood that barley when garnered un- 
dergoes a process of sweating (cr, as ib was 
formerly called, ‘‘fomentation”), which 
produces results of grout utility in the after 
processes of malting and browing. It may 
be safely said that any corn which has not 
beon so sweated is incapable of working as 
well as it would do, wore it to undergo such 
a process. It had been the intention of the 
judges to report somewhat fully upon each 
individual sample. There are, however, 
several reasons why this should not be done, 
and s suggestion that the reference to each 
sample should be obscure was deemed im- 
practicable, It was finally resolved to speak 
generally upon all the samples excepting 
when a reference was necessary in commen- 
dation of those yarietios that were thought 
specially good. 

THE DIFFERENT SAMPLES, 
Two samples were described as beardless 
and duck bill. Both these varieties aro un- 
suitable to cultivate for malt to be used in 
this country. Of the samples aubmitted, 
the Chevalier and Golden Melon commend 
themselves for appearance, soundness and 
other Inhorent qualities, It would, how- 
ever, be a great benefitif, by proper culti- 
vation, their vitality wore augmented, and 
both samples would be of aegis value 
in the mash-tun, if tho soll upon which they 
grew had been differontly troated prior to 
planting. These samples, however, com- 
pare very favorably with French, Saa 
Danish or other European barloys, and if 
sent in good condition a very large quantity 
could be consumed in this country with 
froat satisfaction to the browers and to the 
consumors of beor, 
WHAT IS NEEDED, 

There can be but little doubt but that 
the climate and soil of southern Janada is 
exceedingly well sdapted to produce high 
class malting barleys. To effect this pur- 
pose : 

1. It is imperative that suitable manure 
should be used where requisite, 

2, That tho soll be brought to a propor 
condition to receive the seed. 

8, That right seed be employed. 

4. That the cultivation be intelligently 
conducted, 

5. Special attention must be paid to the 
proper harvesting of the corn, |. e., ib must 
be cut whou just sufficiently ripe, and not 
be allowed to lie upon the ground unduly. 

6, That, however contrary ib may be to 
the custom and practice obtaining In Oan- 
ada, it is moat desirable (if nob essential) 
that for o period of nob less than six weeks 
the corn be stacked, in stacks of me 
width and height, so that it may undergo 
& proper syatem of natural swoating. 

7. That when throshed it shall bo sub- 
jected to an efficiont process of cleaning 
that shall remove all forelgn matter, and 
that tho cargoos shall bo uniform in nize 
and quality. 

If these points be rightly attended to, 
there can be little doubt but that thoro 
will be large and increasing demand in 
this country for barleyn that can be pro- 
duced sin Canada, A furthor point in 
favor of Oanadian barley is the prosont {m- 
munity of such corn from weevil and simi 
lar poste,

A VERITABLE “GHOST.” 


ITMAKES ITS APPEARANCE NEAR FOXBORO, 


And Seriously Hurts a Young Eng- 
lishman. 


But Nobody Can See it—A Strange and 
‘Troublesome Mystery: 

The inhabitants of the village of Foxboro 
and its immediate vicinity are at present in 
a state of excitementand amazement over 
what appears to be a genuine *‘ghost” 
which has made its appearance {n that local- 
ity. The circumstances of the case, as 
told to a representative of this journal are 
as follows : 

Some time ago a young Englishman 
named Mr. King, arrived from the Old 
Country and Jocated at Foxboro. Being a 
stone mason, he procured employment at 
the Foxboro quarries, Some. four weeks 
ago he, in company with a fallow employee, 
was golng from the quarries towards the 
villago just at dusk, when he suddenly 
turned around to his companion and com- 
menced to ran around him, ab the same 
time exclaiming ‘* Don't you see her? she 
will catch me!" It is said that something 
did solze him by the wrist and tightened 
the grasp to such an extent as to lame the 
young man’s wrist, His companion asserts, 
however, most emphatically that he could 
not distinguish the form, which King repre- 
sented to be that of a young woman of me 
dium height, fair complexion, and with long 
flowing hair, of a reddish tinge—that little 
was thought of this occurrence until Tues- 
day evening last, when King went to Mr. 
D. McOauley’s residence, which is in the 
6th concession of Thurlow, about a mile 
from the quarries, when he was again the 
victim of the ‘ghost. When King left 
McOauley’s place he asked him, tho latter, 
to accompany him a portion of the way to 
the works. This McOauley consented to do, 
and taking a lantern the two started on the 
trip. When near the railway track and 
about half way to the quarries, Mr. Mo- 
Oauley left King, wishing him a good night 
and a safe journey to his destination, also 
giving him the lantern, Mr. McMauley 
had not proceeded far towards hia home, 
when he heard King cry and with a loud 
voice, and upon looking around says he saw 
the lantern going for some distance in the 
air, He ran back and was surprised to soe 
King lying upon the ground in 4n uncon 
solous condition, with no one in sight. He 
picked him up and after considerable difli- 
culty succeeded in getting him home. He 
romalned unconscious for some two or three 
hours, and after he regained consciousness 
was unablo to speak, his tonguo boing 
swelled to such an extent as to fill his 
mouth. His neck and the upper portion 
of his chest bore unmistakable marks of 
violence, the impression of the thumb and 
foréfinger boing plainly discernible upon 
the young man’s thront, Ho was for three 
days a sufforor, boing unable to articulate 
n word. When he was able to speak hoe 
told of how the ‘ghost’ approached him 
aftor Mr. McOnuley loft him and choked 
him, and that it was the same form as had 
attacked him provlously.

Hoe did not 
spoak after belng struck, Blood flowed 
freely from one ear. Witness went to the 
Frontenac hotel and got ice. Didn't hear 
him speak after being struck. 

Hon. Dr, Sullivan examined—Was called 
at 8 In the evening to see Gunn, who was 
lying Insensible, He remained in a state 
of stupor for four daya, Gunn complained 
of intenso headache, Oonsidered it would 


bo dangerous to bring Gunn down to the 
court, Tho indications were that the skull 
wos fractured, If it was fractured, the 
blow mvat hayo been a very violent one, 
os Where the blow was struck the skull was 
wns very thick, This morning he was low 
and hada farred tongue. There was a 
continued discharge from the ear, which 
witness considered was evidence of a 
fracture.

BECAUSE HER MISTRESS SCOLDED 


HER ABOUT HOUSEWORK 
Tried to Polson the Family—The Awfal 
Crime of & Young English Emigrant

At Winona—She Confesses 


Hamivton, Dec. 16.—Tho usually quiot 
village of Winona bas had something se 
tional to talk about during the past fow days. 
About one mile wost of that villago reside 
Mr, W. H. Smith and family, Just about 
six months ago Mr, Smith obtaiued a girl 
named Sarah Hunt between 12 and 13 


years of ago, to help Mra Smith 
with the household duties, Sarah 
was an orphan, and tho Smiths 
troated the girl with kindnoss, But 


Sarab, it is said, did not altogether ap- 
preciate the kinduess bestowed upon her and 
did not return it as sho should, She was 
an ignorant girl and showod a decidedly ugly 
spirit when spoken to about her wrong con- 
duct, Last Thursday evening tho family 
wont out, leaving Sarah Hunter in charge of 
the house, When they returned they found 
that tho girl had lot tho firos go out and sno 
sived a scolding for hor  carolossness, 
Sarah felt aggrieved at what was said to her, 
and Friday morning dotormined to end rhe 
life by taking a doso of “rough on rata.” 
Shoe did so and went to her bedroom to 
keep out of tho way of tho family, Here 
tho was vory sick, but did not tell Mra. 
Smith tho cause of her illness until 3 o'clock 
Friday afternoon, Dr. Carr of Stoney 
Creek, was at once summoned and he did all 
that was possible for tho foolish girl, who, 
howover, became worse and died about noon 
on Saturday, 

‘Tho most sensational part of the story is 
that bofore sho died the girl confessed to 
having attempted to poison the Smith family 
fa week ago, It was Friday evening, whilo 
suffering great pain, that tho girl admitted 
her torrible attempt on tho lives of tho 
family. She said that on that day she put a 
portion of a teaspoonful of “rough on rate” 
in the tea kettle. All the family but one 
child drank the tea made from the water 
taken from the kettle and wore taken 
sick with diarrhma and cramps. Fortunate- 
ly the quantity of poison put in the kettlo 
was not large and tho family recovored from 
the sickness, which to them seemed a most 
mysterious ono, ‘They had no suspicion of 
the cause of their illness and never associated 
Sarah Hunter with the mattor, and had sho 
not confessed the affair would forever havo 
remained a mystery. 

Mr. Smith had a box of “rough on rats,’ 
which is nothing short of arsonic, and the 
girl obtained possession of it, Dr, Carr con 
sulted Coroner Wolverton as to the advisa- 
bility of holding an inquest, but after being 
informed of the facts the coroner decided 
that an inquest was not necessary. 

The remains were interred at Stewart's 
Church, threo miles east of Stoney Creek, 
yesterday.

Sin,—Noticing in your insue of the 12 h 
inst., | was much pleased to seo the matter 
had boon taken up in the late session of the 
County Council—the protection of game. 

Asan humble mombor of the Bolleville 
Gamo Club, I respectfully tender my per- 
sonal thanks to Jamos Haggerty, Heq., and 
also to the gentlemen who sustained him, 
in the far-seoing and timely motion made 
by him in tho County Council chamber at 
ita Inte session, for tho better protection of 
game in gonoral, and for deer in particular. 
The time has now, I hope, arrived, when 
the Ontario Government, who have taken 
up thia mattor, will be prepared to propose 
ab the, next nersion of Parliament, somo 
measure to put a atop to this indiscriminate 
slaughter that has been made over sinco 
that cruel ond unjust law was passod for 
hounding. Tho idea of pushing through 
such an unjust law looks too selfish and in 
defiance of all reison to the contrary. 1t 
has deprived the poor settler of the moans 
of evon atill-hanting a door for his own fam- 
ily use and upon his own domain, by reason 
of those hounds being allowed to chase the 
doer from morning to night, {n almost every 
township in North Hastings, and that from 
the 16th Ootober to the (last day) 20th No- 
vember, without allowing a large portion of 
true sportsmen—aud not more pot-hunters 
—to hunt deer in true sportsman-like style, 

Practical still-hunters have had no privi- 
leges extended to them—not a single day, 
1 ask, is this right? is it just, that those 
men should be allowed to use the whole 
season in hounding, whilst others have no 
chance whatever? 

Then again the carcases of those desr that 
has deen driven by hounds for hours are of 
course over heated in the chase, and to be 
driven into the cold and often frozen water 
of our back lakes, there surrounded by a 
lot of boats and cruelly shot in the useless 
endeavor to swim clear of the worst ene- 
mies, is to say crue) and cowardly, because 
these men have Nor the courage to go into 
the woods and hunt up a deer scientifically 
a8 a true sportsman does, 

Any hunter knows the flesh of a deer so 
driven and over heated 1s not fit for humai 
food and will not keep sweet two days, whilst 
8 deor shot jn the woods without hounds 
and dressed as it should be will keep good, 
{n any ordinary cool weather, as many 
weeks, fe 

If in the wisdom of the Commission now 
appointed by‘the Ontario Government to 
meet and devisé the best means to protect 
the deer in the future, would be to prohibit 
the use of hounds altogether for at least 3 
as was done in protecting the moose. 
Lalso concur in the remarks made in the 
County Council by our Vice President, Mr. 
H. K. Smith, who, as one of the Game 
Commissioners, with respect, to patridges, 
if the Game Law Is altered so as to protect 
this fine game bird from extermination it 
should be amended at the noxt session of 
the Ontario Parliament.

Fighting a Devil Fish. 


Two Divers Gtvo Battle to and Kill the 
Ocean Monster. 


A gentleman now in Montreal, who re- 
cently arrived from British Columbia, tolls 
the following story of an adventure with an 
octopus, or devil fish, in Vanoouver har. 
bor. During the last week of Novembor, 
the steamship “Abyssinian” on entering 
the harbor from China and Japan, broke the 

rincipal water main by which Vanconver 
fe supplied with water from the eternal 
of the Coast range. This main crosn. 

os Seymonr Oreek, 80 called, ab the Nur- 
rows, or the mouth of the harbor, and the 
ship's propeller catching on itenapped it in 
two. Two divers, named Llewlyn and 
Hardy, were commissioned to repair tho 
break, and proceeding to the spot in a sow 
donned their diving suits and descended 
to the break in the pipe. When the men 
reached the bottom of the creek they 
percelved a large black bidy lying di- 
reotly over the break in the water pipo 
and on closer examination found this 
obstruction to be the dreaded octopus, Its 
tentacles were spread about in all dirco 
tions and i's eyes could be seen glowing 
with a horrible expression from among the 
folds of its shapeless body, Suddenly one 
of its tentacles camo in contact with the 
body of one of the divers. However, the 
slippery nature of the diving sult prevent- 
ed the man from being held fast by the 
monster and he broke free from the octo- 
us’ grasp andretreated. After o consult- 
ation with his companoin by sigos tho 
two men advanced and endeavored to 
force their enemy to beat a retreat; but 
the object of their attack held its ground 
and refused to move, After another 
consultation the divers again advanced, 
one of them armed with a sledge 
hammer, the other witha crow bar about 
six feet long. Tho octopus did not retire 
even after several heavy blows had been 
doalt it. Finally the man with the crow- 
bar plunged the iron into the centre of the 
enraged octopus, and in this way, after re 
peated thrusts, the battle was won for the 
plucky divers. The men then ascended to 
tho scow floating above them and secured 
a rope, which they dragged to the bottom 
and hitched around the fish, and it was 
drawn to the surface of the water, and 
towed tothe city. Anexamination of their 
capture showed that the longest tentacle 
was thirty feet, and the other feelers ranged 
from that length downward to ten feet, 
The main body was the size ot a large 
washtub and the total weight about two 
hundred and fifty pounds. A “post mor- 
tem” examination was held on the huge 
mass and several fish and huge crabs were 
found in {ts stomach in a partly masticated 
state, and bealdes these the remnants of in- 
numerable shell fish were alao found. The

{ng Vancouver lsland there are many of 
thom, and the gentleman above quoted 
states that recently an Indian in that vicin- 
ity, out in acanoe, was attacked and only 
escaped being dragged beneath the water 
by a vigorous use of his paddle on the ten 
tacles thrust at him over the side of the skiff.

Op- 
posite and albout the Court Honse a small 
crowd gathered. » Messrs, Parnell, Harring- 
ton, Redmond, Scully, Honnessy and Hoaly 
were inside the Court House at an early bour 
awaiting with varying emotions the actual 
announcement of the result 

In viow of the almost vital importance to 
both sides of tho exciting just do- 
cided it is claimed that both sides deserve 
great credit for tho fact that no collision took 
place between their followers, and that the 
Inst day of tho campaign at, least was con- 
spicious for the almost entire. absence of the 
personal abuso which has recently been ox- 
changed by broadsides Between the follow- 
ors and tho opponents of Mr. Parnoll. 
During the morning, as has been tho 
caso since the polls closed, the door of tho 
“eounting-room” in the court houso was 
strictly guarded by police, but there was no 
attompt to create any disturbance, Shortly 
before noon Mr, Davitt came out from the 
court house and told the associated press cor- 
respondent that be (the correspondent), could 
accept it asa fact that Mr, Honnessy's ma-

Qrleans Tho term comes from the Frovctt 
word weaulng “placed,” and the places were 
worted of all sbades of color, frow!the mula 
to to the ogtoroon, who coull not be dir 
tingolshed from the whitest lady iu the land. 

Sometimes when a girl of this grade of colur 
was sold sho became a placue. 

It is not, however, of the slave class that I 
write, but another far more futeresting, 
Thero has always been iu Now Ocleaus a 

society of persons of cvlor, who 
were not to be compared with the ordinary 
Degro. Tt was known before the warns the 
“free people of color,” aud still retains that 
name In it were the decendapts of placee 
women and the whitemwen who maintained 
them. Many of this ‘class.are very ricli; 
most of the women are baudsowe, and mou 
and women are well educated.
